District Keeps Its 


Promise to Voters 


Joel R. Carr, Superintendent 
of Romulus Community Schools, 
said he is proud that the district 
has already acted to keep its re- 
cent promise to voters. 

“We said that we would lower 
the district's homestead property 
tax by 2 mills if Wayne County's 
1.5-mill special education millage 
passed in the August 6 primary," 
Carr explained. “The proposal did 
pass, so our board of education 
lowered the district's homestead 
tax at its next [August 12] meeting.” 

Carr added, “We are happy to 
return the previous extra fees that 
the district had to pay for special 
education.” 
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Rod Paige, U.S. Secretary of Education, 
Praises Romulus Community Schools 


Rod Paige 


Rod Paige, U.S. Secretary of Educa- 
tion, praised the Romulus Community 
Schools in a recent issue of District Ad- 
ministration magazine. Paige used Ro- 
mulus and the school district in York 
County, Virginia, as "lighthouse" ex- 
amples of how to integrate technology 
into acurriculumto increase test scores. 

The magazine article, titled "Self- 
Examination," cited Romulus students’ 
significant improvement on the Michi- 
gan Educational Assessment Program 
(MEAP) science test—with fifth-graders 
showing 47% proficiency in 2001, com- 
pared to only 31% in 1998 — and also 
noted the fact that the district's 2001 
score surpassed the state average by 
6%.Much of this success was attributed 





to the embodiment of technology in the 
district's integrated curriculum. 

Pat Adams, K—6 Science Coordina- 
torforthe Romulus Community Schools, 
was one of the district spokespersons 
quotedin the article. She explained that, 
when district personnel constructed a 
new science curriculum in the summer 
of 1998, they emphasized the incorpo- 
ration of math and language arts, as well 
as the creation of lessons that were 
more "inquiry/science-kit" driven, rather 
than oriented solely around a textbook 
approach to teaching. They also imple- 
mented Compass Learning software and 
aligned it with the district curriculum in 
order to help students improve their 
grasp of scientific concepts. For example, 


_ students studying butterflies can en- 


hance their understanding by taking digi- 
tal pictures of the colorful insects, then 
creating slide shows and writing about 
them. 

“We took ourcurriculum and asked, 
How do we get kids to improve?" said 
Adams. 

She further noted the importance of 
each teacher's role in implementing the 
various layers of the curriculum, as well 
as howthe district supports their efforts. 

“We provide some professional de- 
velapment and pick the support materi- 
als that help teachers. All of our teach- 
ers are trained in cooperative learning 
and mastery learning," she added. 

Tom Dolan, Director of Curriculum 
for the Romulus Community Schools, 
was also quoted in the District Adminis- 


tration article. He explained that a big 
part of the district's curriculum was de- 
vised by four content administrators who 
worked with teams of teachers to align 
the district's goals with state bench- 
marks at each grade level. 

"Not all schools do that," he added, 
“because it takes a tremendous amount 
of energy." 

The overall process of integrating 
technology into the carefully designed 
curriculum “allows teachers to individu- 
alize and enrich the education in each 
classroom," Dolan said, thereby provid- 
ing better educational opportunities for 
district students. 

With Romulus's success story be- 
ing borne out by data from recent stud- 
ies supporting the idea that appropriate 
use of technology increases student 
achievement, it's not surprising that the 
new “Elementary and Secondary Edu- 
cation Act: No Child Left Behind" law 
provides for an annual nationwide buda- 
get of $700 million for educational tech- 
nology, with an additional $237.5 million 
for training teachers in its use. 

“We as Americans need to elevate 
our educational performance," Secretary 
Paige told District Administration. Be- 
lieving that efficient use of technological 
equipment is as important as acquiring 
itin the first place, he added, "We need 
a big focus on teacher training, adminis- 
trator training. [In] my own district in 
Houston [where he once served as the 
superintendent], computers are looking 
like trophies" rather than being used. 4

Mayor Says Plans Will Improve Safety 


To the Editor: 

In the August 15, 2002 edition of 
The Romulus Roman, a front-page ar- 
ticle written by Ms. Brenda Gracin and 
titled “Despite PD cutbacks, new public 
safety department created" gave a nar- 
row and, on many levels, inaccurate 
assessmentofthecity's plans torestruc- 
ture the Romulus Police Department so 
thatan expanded andimproved Romulus 
Fire Department can be funded. | found 
the article a disappointing assessment 
of our actual plans and actions. It was, in 
fact, more accusatory in tone than sup- 
portive of our proactive efforts to im- 
prove vital community services. 

One of the more disappointing as- 
pects of this article was the quote attrib- 
uted to Judge Brian Oakley in which he 
gave his personal assessment of our 
plans. In the article, Judge Oakley is 
quoted as saying, "| can't see how they 
are thinking. ... Our officers are busy 
overseeing the safety of the community; 
cutting them and hiring additional fire- 
fighters who may not be used doesn't 
make sense." 

If Judge Oakley did in fact say this, 
then | must agree with him that he can't 
fully understand the reasoning of our 
actions and plans; he has not, on any 
level, been involved with the painstaking 
process that the forward-thinking mem- 
bers of the Romulus City Council and 
myself have gone through to create an 
action plan that will restructure the police 
department without layoffs while provid- 
ing the city with funds to create a much- 
needed, expanded fire department com- 
plete with full-time emergency medical 
services and state-of-the-art lifesaving 
equipment. 

| also agree with Judge Oakley on 
this point of his quote: "Our officers are 
busy overseeing the safety of the com- 
munity ..." Romulus police officers will 
continue to do so without a reduction of 
on-the-street manpower. Once and 
hopefully for all, it should be clearly, 
concisely, andsingularly understood that 
the term "restructuring" is not poorly 
veiled code for layoffs, cutbacks, or fir- 
ings of the police officers who patrol our 
streets and guard the public safety. The 
single component of the police depart- 
ment restructuring is a retirement pack- 
age that executive officers are free to 
acceptor decline. No order, mandate, or 
dictate has ever come down from my 
office or City Council demanding layoffs 
or firings of any Romulus police officers. 

As to Judge Oakley's assessment 
that we are "hiring additional firefighters 
who may not be used," | would advise 
this good, decent, and fair man to take a 


driving-tour around:our-city:Even as the « « 


national and local economies struggle, 
Romulus is experiencing unprecedented 
growth. It is the belief of this administra- 
tion and City Council that our longtime 
citizens deserve vastly improved fire 
and EMS response times. It is also our 
belief that those who are choosing any 
one of Romulus's five new residential 
developments as their home demand 
no less than the peace of mind that 
comes from knowing that their homes 
and families are protected by a full- 
service fire and EMS department. 

It is a generally accepted assump- 
tion of any civilized, democratic society 
that police officers and firefighters."may 
not be used." In all honesty, that is the 
hope. Weeks, months, even years may 
pass before any of us may have a need 
for a police officer's help ora firefighter's 
assistance. Then there's that one time. 
That one early morning home invasion. 
That electrical socket spark to the car- 
pet at midnight. Or that one mechani- 
cally troubled airplane that threatens 
the safety of a neighborhood. At these 
times, it's a little late to hire more patrol 
officers or firefighters. The need in that 
single moment is immediate and the 
response must be effective. This is why 
City Council and | have taken great 
pains to restructure our police depart- 
ment and plan for an expanded fire 
department. It is an effort to better serve 
and protect the present and the future. 

Finally, | must take personal excep- 
tion to the assertion that | made any 
declarative comment that "officers with 
25 years of service were burned out." 
This statement, attributed to me, ap- 
peared in the August 15th article anda 
previous Romulus Roman article. | did, 
in point of fact, say that officers who had 
served for 25 years mayfeel burned out. 
Serving any community as an officer of 
the law can be a mentally, physically, 
and spiritually stressful occupation. It 
takes a near Superhuman commitment 
to want to be an officer of the law. To feel 
burned out after 25 years of time is, 
however, only human. Of course, there 
are many good officers who continue 
providing exceptional service to the pub- 
lic well after 25 years of doing the job. A 
local example is our own Police Chief 
and newly appointed Director of Public 
Safety, Charles Kirby. 

In the future, | hope that this admin- 
istration and The Romulus Roman can 
work more closely together to assure 
the accuracy and fairness of news sto-
